TUESDAY AFTBRNOON. 

Prof. Roark presented the subject of 
"Primary Grammar," first giving a num- 
ber of sentences for diagramming and an- 
alyzing and words to parsed. He then 
resumed the teaching of language by 
means of written essays— deecriptive and 
narrative— ebowlnar the proaresslve steps 
in which he would teach grammar. No 
text book ehould be used for primary 
grammar. For advaiioed grammar tbe 
text book is brought into use. 

Methods of orlHeiitalg primary compo- 
sitioB waa next diseassed. 

After a recess the teachers diagrammed 
sentences and parsed W9rds of diflicult 
construction. 

The subject of " Advanced Orammar " 
was then diacnased, after which tba roll 
was called.

One can form a good Idea of the work 
accomplished in the public schools of 
Mason County tbe pact year, by calling 
at tbe High School building any day 
during the teacliera' institute, now in 
seseion. Tbe written work of the pupils 
is on rxbibltion, and is open to tbe in- 
spect ion of all. 

The papers from tbe various schools 
certainly reflect great credit upon both 
pupils and teaclier-i. The work is ar- 
ranged with neatness and clearness, so 
that the papere of any school and of any 
pupil can he found with but little time 
or trouble. There is greater uniformity 
Iq tbe preparation of the papers than 
iSuperintenent Qalbraitb expected for tbe 
first year. 

Professor Roark, of Glasgow, who is 
attending tbe institute as instructor, saya 
this is the first county expoeltlon of school 
work that lie knows of iti the State. 

Tbe idea of a county exposition of the 
work of tbe pupils originated with Super- 
intendent L. W. Qaihraith, and lie cer- 
tainly deserves great credit for carrying 
it out so socossifaliy. The ieachers readi- 
ly joined in the move, and the result oan 
he seen at the High School building. He 
has labored earneetly during his term of 
office to improve tbe public schools of 
tbe county, and the increased Intorsst 
■Uldfested by the patrons is due to a 
krga extent to his faithful work.
